The fame of Shankara Pnsimayya had in the meanwhile 
spread far around and king JayaSimhii of Kailyana had a desire to 
&ce him and m viced him to bis CftpEUl- While Shankara Dasiffiftyya 
was there, eh* wife of the king w^ attacked by a serious disease. 
A female sooth -sayer was oanaulted and she gave her prescription 



as follows: 

M If the queen* clad with garment 0: foliage, with her mouth 
locked and the skin of her fotfrbfiad peeled* place this skin and a heap 
of boiled rice mixed with t|i e Wood of sheep, baffalo, cock and pig 
before the town deities, Mari and Masani p and bow to them, her 
disease will for-sOQth vanish." Accordingly the queen distributed 
paddy among the village womenfolk for being turned snlo rice before 
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the nail: dawn. A complaint from one of these women who w*s 
unable zo du the work on account of her prejnfljscy having reached 
Sbankara DasEmayya, he got ibis work done by the very deities and 
the QMtn was cured of her disease without the necessity of going 
through the procedure prescribed by Lhe sooth-saywr 

This miracle astonished the king who then began to show 

gf eater respect to Sbankaia li&s^roayya, But this conduct of the 
king created d is con tent among the pandits of the Brahavniu snd 
Other fleets and they all combined and hatched a plan to defeat 
Shankar* Dasimayya in arguments. They persuaded the king to 
iffi* tie Shanlkara Dasimayya to his court to establish the superiority 
of the principles of his faith. The king did so and Shnnkara Dasi- 
mayya sent fa 55 disciple for the purpose. This discip;e won victory 
over the jwwdf it* by BtfiU-ttUn-tti which his opponents could not meet.

After some 
rest the hoys prepare their lessons* The® they have their tiffin. 
This is followed by games, drill gardening and such other recreations. 
During this tima, the elder boys go out to near-by villages to reach 
the illiterates there. Then all take their evening bath,, retire for 
meditation as in the morning, chant a few Sanskrit hymns and ait for 
supper. After supper they spend, an hour in story telling* ac£io£ 
singing npd dancing. Evening study is generally forbidden except in 
the grec of those who appear for the Enpfriculntaoo examination,
